THE P. D. & E. SALE. 


What A. O. Palmer Baa to Say . About the 


Sitnation-The l*w. 


Mr. A. Q. Palmer, tbe well known gen- 


eral freight and pas-eDger agent of the 
Peorla, Uecatnr & Ecansvllte railway, 
was in Peoria this week and In conversa- 
tion with a Transcript railroad man tha 
subject of the reported foreclosure and 
sale of that road was introduced. Mr. 
Palmer stated that while there was a 
great deal being said about tbe P., D. & 
E. and the foreclosure recently made by 
the holders of tbe second mortgage bonds, 
theie was no prospect of tbe road being 
sold within a year at least. Tbe action 
taken was merely a formal step in previ- 
ous matters concerning tbe road, and has 
no significance. To sell the road at this 
time he said would not be advisable and 
be wag not of the opinion that the inter- 
ested parties would do anything that 
would not be for their best interests. 


Of Intereatof Paitcngen, 


In Massachusetts an employe of a rail- 


road, riding'on Its train as a passenger, ig 
not a free passenger, though his ticket is 
snob aa the company issues only to Its 
employes working la Boston, and living 
at some other place on its line. 


In New York a railroad which permits 


the construction of an Inclined track from 
a stone quarry down to, and partly on, 
the railroad line, Is liable for tbe negli- 
gence ot the quarrynmn operating cars on 
such inclined track, by which a passen- 
ger on the railroad is Injured ; and the 
fact that the negligent act which caused 
the injury was performed on the land of 
tbe quarryman Is Immaterial. 


In Illinois It is held that a common cai- 


rlei is not liable for a loss of baggage oc- 
casioned by an unforeseen and unprece- 
dented flood, though tbe flood would not 
have been encountered but for tbe car- 
rier's delay. 


In Georgia it la ruled that a railroad 


ticket entitling a designated! person to a> 
stated number of single continued! trips, 
for each of which a separate coupon is at- 
tached, "between" two specified stations, 
and stipulating that "passage shall be 
taken only on such trains as stop at tbe 
above named stations. " and also that 
"this ticket shall be good only for contin- 
uous trips between" those stations, con- 
fers upon that person, upon surrendering 
one of tbe coupons, the right to ride from 
an intermediate station to either of tbe 
two stations mentioned In the ticket, or 
from either of those stations to tbe inter- 
mediate station, provided be boardi a pas- 
senger train wblcb, upon Its regular 
schedule, stops, not only at the two speci- 
fied stations, but at tbe intermediate sta- 
tion also. 


In Illinois negligence can not be Imput- 


ed to a passenger on a street car because 
he assumes, while riding, an attltcde to 
which tbe construction of tbe car inritoa 
or tempts him. 


In Virginia it Is not negligence per se 


for a passenger on a rapidly moving train 
to attempt to pass out of ore car Into an- 
other, in search of a seat 


In Illinois one who loses a tram on 


which he has secured passage because of 
the statement of tbe agent that U was an 
bour lute, whereas It was only forty-five 
minutes behind time, is held to have no 
cause of action against the company. 


In Washington In ao action by a passen- 


ger against a railioad for injuries received 
by being thrown from tbe train In attempt- 
ing to altgbt, by tbe sudden starting of 
the train, It appeared that the train stop- 
ped before reaching tbe depot platform, 
and that plaintiff then attempted to get 
off, vhen the train was suddenly started, 
wk«r*by plaintiff was thrown to the 
ground. There was evidence that the 
tnilB unwny stopped at tbat place for 
puaaupjari to (at o,ff when tbe train first 
•topped, and that plaintiff bad ridden up- 
on tbe train iwrcnl times before. Tbe

la possible to produce beet sugar in this 
country snffioient to meet tbe demands ot 
consumption. But unfortunately we are 
not 10 well agreed as to what, if any, en- 
couragement should be given tbe beet 
••gar Industry to bring about tbls result. 


Germany and France, by tbe protection 


•r encouragement of a system of bounty 
on beets, both became Importers of beet 
aogar. Under the MoElnley law of 18'JO 
a similar bounty was provided for beet 
sugar raisers. This proved a great en 
oourageinent to the production of sugar 
beets and turned thousands of acres of 
land from raising corn and oats and 
wheat to the cultivation of sugar beets. 
But tbls bounty was viaiously attacked by 
the free traders for partisan purposes and 
the growing industry was crushed by tbe 
repeal of that law. As stated before tho 
new bill Is framed so as to restore protec- 
tion and encouragement to tbe production 
of beet sugar. 


During tbe fiscal year of 1891 tho Unit- 


ed States Imported 610,350,276 pounds of 
beet sugar and 3,843,884,605 pounds of 
cane sugar. Tbe beet sugar cost the peo- 
ple of this country (13.000.000 and tbe 
cane sugar cost $111,000,000. being a to- 
tal of (137,000,000 paid out for sugar pro- 
duced 
outside of the United States. 


Should we produce this amount of sugar 
ourselves for our own consumption we 
would not only keep this money at borne 
hot it would be paid out to American la- 
bor, thus creating an increased demand 
tat labor. In addition to tbls it would 
take out of competition in producing corn 
and other cereals millions of acres of land 
by diverting it to tbe production of tb 
augur beet so that while we were increas 
Ing tbe demand for labor and enlarging 
tbe farmer's home market we would b 
reducing tbe number of acres now pro 
dnclng bread stuffs of which we now pro 
due* more than we consume. 


Thus WB see that the beet eugar Indus 


try would not only benefit the American 
farmer but would benefit American labo 
ID tbe same proportion while in connec 
tlon with tbls we would keep tbe money 
at home and In circulation that we now 
seed abroad for sugar. Tbls Is a grea 
possibility and Is worthy the best effort 
of our statesmen. Tbe free trader Is a

GEN. JULIO SANGUILLY. 


The Man Whose C«»r Nrarly Led t» 


a IVnr with Spain. 


Gen. Julio Sarjg-uilly, who has just ar- 


rived ia Florida, owes his escape from 
the barbarities of life imprisonment 
under Spanish rule to the fact that h<"ia 
a naturalized American 
citizen. His 


case, because of his prominence anil tie 
flimsy testimony on which, he was con- 
victed, attracted nrueh attention in this 
"Oiuitry, stirred congressmen to warlike 
declarations and might have led to war 
if Spain had not backed water. San 
"•uilly served in the ten years' revolu- 
tion in Cuba, and was wounded in tho 
arms and legs, which left him a cripple. 
He had a brilliant record, was a man of 
engaging' manners and was very popu- 
lar. He became a great favorite in Cu-

ban society after that war, and won 
many friends among his former enemies 
in the field. When the present insur- 
rection became imminent, Gen San- 
rjuilly was looked upon as Uie probable 
leader of the Cuban forces in the prov- 
inces of Santa Clara and Matanzas. His 
clash and bravery at tie head of the 
Camaguey cavalry in the present war 
svere the warrant for the popular expec- 
tation. The Spanish authorities, know- 
ing the common expectation, arrested 
him February 23, 1895, on the eve of the 
outbreak. He was taken in Havana at 
the order of Capt. Gen. Calleja. He was 
charged with conspiracy against the 
Spanish government and taken to the 
Cuban fortress, where a courtrmartial 
was convened to try him. Ramon 0. 
Williams, United States consul general, 
protested on the ground that under the 
Cusliing-Albacete treat} of 1877 Amer- 
ican citizens should not be tried by 
court-martial unlets taken with arms 
cm their persons. The prisoner was 
then given a civil trial. The evidence 
against Sanguilly v.as generally cir- 
cumstantial. On December 2, 1895, lie 
w as declared guilty of aiding and abet- 
ting the rebellion, and \\assentfnced1o 
imprisonment for life. His lawyer ap- 
pealed toSpain. The hiipremecourt re- 
mitted his case ta Havana for retrial on 
t.lir ground that, there w,js lack of proof 
uf Sanguilly's guilt. Snnguilly's lawyer 
during his first, trial, Miiniel Viondi, ha<l 
been imprisoned, and ior a time occu- 
pied a cell with his former client. Tha 
main witness who testified in Sanguil- 
ly's favor, Antonio Lopez Colima, had 
been imprisoned ]S months and then 
shot. Another important witness, the 
expert penman v, ho testified favorably 
lo Sanguilly. died suddenly in Havana. 
Sangnilly wius nirain convicted and again 
t'ppcalcd. 
Con-sul General I/ee inter- 


ceded in his behalf, and Spain, after he 
luu] been imprisoned two yearh, agreed 
to change Sanguilly'.s i-entencr to ban- 
ishment on condition- that lie should 
withdraw his appeal. This he did re- 
luctantly. becau.se it might be con- 
strued as a. surrender of his claim for 
damages forfalse imprisonment.

WoBden Being Accomplished im This 


Ace. 


It is only prope» and natural that the 


greatest railroad-building nation shonlc 
take the lead in electrical traction, and 
with conditions unrivaled for experi 
ment and practical demonstration we 
would be unworthy of the distinction 
conferred upon us by struggling ances- 
tors if we did not sustain our reputa- 
tion. 


In converting our steam lines, cable 


aiidr horse-car roads into electrical rail- 
v.aya the question of obtaining the 
power from cheap and abundant sourcee 
is pan-amount. The success of the Niag- 
ara people opena up a field heretofore 
existing merely in speculation, and it 
has had the effect of BtimulBitingothera 
in original investigations and experi- 
ments to obtain power from similar 
sources. Vague rumors have been cur- 
rent to the effect that capitalists were 
on the point of organizing to convert 
the power of the Mississippi, Missouri 
and other rivers into electrical energy, 
It has been estimated that the tides 
of the North and East rivers exert a 
power many times greater than would 
be required to light the whole metro- 
politan district, and to supply heat for 
the buildings and1 turn the wheels ol 
all the railroads and factories. The 
question of collecting and storing the 
power seems to be the only debata 
ble part of the subject, and this is be- 
ing seriously considered by inventors 
and scientists. A tidal water plant has 
been established at Bowers Cove, near 
Pro', idence, E. I., where experiments arc 
now being; mad« to convert the energy 
of the tides into electricity. It is an- 
ticipated by the promoters of the enter- 
prise that pow er, light and heat can be 
supplied to all the mills, traction com- 
panies and private houses in Rhode 
I.sland at les» than one-half the present 
cost. 


It may be many years before we shall 


succeed in harnessing1 the tides along 
the two great o«eans that %\aBh our 
shores, but they are sources of such 
an endless amount of power that the 
world nill not be satisfied until the.\ 
are controlled, or their utiltty proved 
futile. The conversion of the energy 
exerted by the curients of our great 
rivers into useful potter is limited only 
by the question of initial expense in es- 
tablishing the plant.—George Ethelbert 
Walsh, in Chautauquau.
